Compared with the silence of Pris-

“Afirabean tore than a herdred 
yearé apo Weclared, aml declored truly, 
that war owas the national industry of 
Prussian, But Pinvesta. sme then has sup- 
plemetited that industry with another— 
the manufacture cf epson. and not 
merely Germain opinion, but foreign opin- 
jon. The submissive intelligence of her 
own people she can, of course. mould as 
she pleases; but it is astonishing how 
after she succeeds in imposing mpori iis- 
passionate and even hostile onlookers. m 
nentral lauds. 
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At this game of words and appearances 
ond amaking out a case She lenves every 
ece of the Allies, and indeed all of them 
combined, very farin the rear. 

Take, for imstance, the Roumaniai 
campaign of last toll lt was. wnques- 
tinnably a German milttary suecess, fut 


it was nothing like the success that hend- 


ase m berlin tried to make out and 
that Americans were very largely induced 
to believe: - 

All those tiles that came clicking over 


the wireless of the capture of hinge stores 


of gram and on were fables out of whole 
cloth. “Fhe Allies set fire to the oil wells 
one by one as the Roumanians retreated 
and removed or destrdved just as syvs- 
tematically almost the whole supply of 
foodstuits. 

Thie, present pasition is that while the 
great bulk of Reumania has heen over- 
rin, from one-half to two-thirds af the 
Rowmanian army still intact, 1 bemyp 
reformed and rearmed for the coming 
offensive, and that the Germans have to

tral. From the standpoint of the war as 
a whole, we have, for the time being, but

But Prissin hus gained) nothing ex- 
cept a barren kudos: the Rowmantan ter- 
ritorics she occupies are a habiity and 
niotan wusset; to defend them she has to 
draw upon her swiftly daninishing re- 
sources Of man-power; a few more sach 
Victories atl she would be undane, Yet 
she has undoubtedly managed to fill the 
unthinking public in more than one new- 
tral Jand with the idea that her successes 
in Rowmanid were in some sort a tari 
point in the war. [ have read 1 know 
ot haw amany articles in the Ammpertestt 
press gravely admonishing we to give up 
the Balkans asa bad job and withdraw 
aur forces around Saloniki. 


EXAGGERATIONS ARK AVOIDED 


And in the same way it has been very 
noticedble how skilfully the Prussians te- 
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litted and how carefully the Eritish anc 
the French reframed from exaggerating 
the significarice of the wreat retreat from 
the Soracrie. 

The-mornl to be draw is, [ think, this: 
that you can cut all Prussian hoastings 
nnd all Diritish lamentations m halt, and 
that when the Missians are silent tis a 
sgn of fiulure and when the Hritish are 
sient itis a proof that all is going well.

Take, for example, out intelligence sery- 
ite. You never heat anything of it, It 
wothks 48 @ secret service onght ta work— 
in secret, lt enjove not one-half of the 
reputation, if attracts not one-tenth of 
the notonety, of the German intelligence 
servi. 
the scenes know very well that there is 
precious Tittle hidden from it in ay pert 
uf the werhl where it & at work and, 
least cf all, at the front, War our men 
do not tind out about the numbers, #lis- 
tributivn, equipanicit, and marale of the 
fentian troops alone the Somme may 
safely be left out of the reckoning. 

Similarly, without saying much abeut 
it, we quietly at the beginning, or, miler, 
before the beginning, of the war, rounded 
pall the Prissian spies in the ltritish 
Isles, and have so landled mitters that 
none of their successors, ty the est of 
my knowledge and lichef, has done us 
diny appreciable barn, | 

This potiey of leaving what we do well 
to spenk For itself has been chosely fol- 
lowed In the case cf our thing corps and 
our submarines. We have no aviation 
heroes, In fart, we rather make a point 
of having as few heroes of any kind is 
possible, «There are at least a dozen of 
eur fying men whose records in bringing 
down enemy machines would compare 
quite favorably with these of the much- 
trompeted German champiuons—Immel- 
mann and [oclke. | 

But we never hear of them. Their 
doiigs aré merged in the general record 
af our armies at the front, wlhiere divi- 
sions are very rarely named, regiments 
and lattilions scarcely at all, and indt- 
Vidiinls practically never.

PROUSSIAN SUUMANINES TNUFFECTIVE 


And just as we never advertise the 
feats of our armies, sv we allow the 
world to thu that the russians are huv- 
ing if pretty auch their own way with 
their submarines. As a matter of fact, 
the German submarines have scored very 
few legitimate siecesses —by which I 
| confonn ta the 
sages of civilized wattare, It mist le 
nearly two years since they sank ary 
British men-of-war of any importance. 

As pitates preving upon fishing smacks, 
trawlers, Atlotitic liners; and the mer- 
chintnen of all natintis, they have added 
inew and infamows chapter to naval his- 
tory. Citherwise it ts, I believe, the apin- 
ion of most naval met that in German 
hinds the submarine has proved disap- 
pointingly ineitective. | 

What the Uritwh sihbmatines have ac- 
eomplisherd in the Dardanelles, in the Sea 
of Marmors, and in the Baltic has been 
far more remarkable, though far less 
kiown, thin the exploits of the German 
‘L-hoats, 

Moreover, it has to be remembered that 
the Getmans hove something tke a hun- 
dred chances: to our are; thot our fleets 
tre constantly eraising in the North Sea, 
where the German dreadnotights sand 
crmsers very Tarely wenture; acd that if 
our sthimarines had been offered aiy- 
thing like the opportinitics we are cease- 
lessly dangling before the Germans, and 
if by oow they had not ¢ent several Ger- 
min hattleships tothe bottom of the sea, 
the world would have jostiy said thot 
thew had bungled: their business,

The reasons for ofr seerecy must be 
tolerably obviotis te any one who thitks 
the matter over. All that the Germans 
upg able to infer from the failure of any 
givin Z-boat to return to port is that 
semchow or other tt has been lost, [ut 
haw or where they cannot tell, 

It may have been through some error 
of strictire or design—a thought ta send 

a chill down the spine of every admiralty 
ofc al, itmay have been thera teh & ris- 
take in navigation, Tt mayohave been 
through ene or other of the endless and 
constantly changing devices that British 
iigennity has evolved and Irought into 
ny apabnst the mew piracy. Tt-may, tao, 
Live happened near the Gen coxst or 
after the U-boat had reached its ap- 
painted station, They cannet tell, 

They are faced witha blank wall of pos-

Sometimes, too, in a British port the 
tien at the merchant marine will tell you 
of Wemene combats that would have 
warmed the heart of Nelson and Farra- 
gut and made Drake and Frobisher gasp 
anil stare, 

But these are mere haphazard personal 
gleinings, No one knows the full extent 
of the harvest or how tt has heen path- 
ered in. But we do know enough—or at 
any tate we think we da—to feel fairly 
confilent that the Oerins cin attempt 
nothing and can invent nothing that we 
eainnot find the means of countering; anid 
that confidence has heen rather more than 
justified by all thay has happened since 
February 1. 

With the Prussians supcecidling. it sitik- 
ing only abont one m every hundred. 
ships that enter or leave the British 
ports: with three-fourths of all owr mer- 
chantment that are armed successfully 
resisting destruction: with the speeding 
up of shipbuilding and the multiplication 
of means of defense; with both imports 
and exports not merely not falling olf, 
luit steadily and positively mercasing— 
with these as the first fritits of the in- 
tensified submarine cumpiign, we feel 
(hat while there may be cause for appre- 
hension, there is lithe or none for alanm. 
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the Russian and the French coasts in the 
rer of the Russinn amd French armies; 
che would hive shut of all the French 
oversea trade; she would have captared| 
or destroyer! or riven inte port piracti- 
cally the whole of the French and Rus- 
san merchant marine; France went 
have been blockided; with her chief in- 
dustrial provinces in Germain oveupition, 
she wentld have heeg prevented from wn- 
parting any food, any rw Hiatertal, any 
munitions: while Gertiany wotlk Thave 
been free te craw on, the resnyrces of the 
entire world, In less than six months, 
for all her magnificent valor, France 
contd not but have succumbed. 

That was the Prossian ealeulution and 
it was a perfectly sotind one; but it fell 
like a hewse of cards when Great irttain 
intervened, Tnstead of seourlige dit amee 
the conmmaned of the sea, Germany lest a 
at once. 
to inftict pon France and Russia by 
maritime supremacy wis tr fact inflicted 
upon herself, What has made it possible 
for us to fant SOE 2,000,000 mer on the 
Continent of Europe, equipped with every 
single item in the infinitely varied para- 
phemnalia of modern: war?

RUSSIA'S DEMOCRATS

r HERE, i= nothing new under the 
qun, Recent events in Reissta 


| have not titroduced an entirely 
new system of goverment wito that great 
empire, but the revolution of the past few 
weeks, ne we hiustily but inacenrately call 


it, 8:10 truth oa reversal to an earlier form 


af democratic government in which the 
Russian people centuries ago! lad mide 
grent progress and in which they stood m 
the forefront of the European nations. 
The traders of thoteht in Russia today 
have not evolved a-noyelty, nor are ther 


ei i with a novelty; they hove 
simply brought tack to life the eenturies 
Old popular saving of the peopl’ in Rus- 
saz lt the prince 1s bad, into the mail 
with: Ton.” 

We tist adnut, of course, that it las 
not teen exactly the custom in the past 
few fiumdre| wears to act upon this say- 
mig tn the case of rulers whe had made 
themselves disliked by their subjects, Iut 
the underlying spirit was always there, 
waiting with infinite Russian patience for 
the men and the hour. 
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The whole social fabric of the carly 
Slav was of a conmmunal kind, but of a 
communism very different from that 
which afterward grew up embracing 
common property, Collectively the Slavs 
tilled the soil and carried on other o¢cu- 
pations and collectively they lived’ in 
latge timber honses. | 

ahi an excellent system for the de- 
velopment of certain features of self- 
government; but in the troublous pines 
in which it started, it was tint snffitient 
to give any one collection of people a 
preponderance over other groups, and it 
was mot stited to any great advance in 
crvilizatrott. 

In time it was realized that some 
stronger and more centralized fornt of 
contrat wos needed! for the protection of 
the Slavs from their more warlike neih- 
burs, the Asiatic tribes, by whom they 
were Surrounded. 

They tock, then, voluntarily one of the 
most remarkable steps recorded ty his- 
tory, or at least vouched for by legend: 
they themselves called in to govern them 
two Scandinavian princes and a prin- 
cess—Runk, Igor, and Oiga—and said 
to them, according. to the story; “Char 
country is wide and fertile, but. there 
no order, Cotte and govern us.” 

Eventually these princes and their fol- 
lowers became the new aristocracy of the 
titne, very mich as happened in England 
with the Normans, who were, if we le 
lieve trulition, the same race of people. 

The umon of the two elements gave 
the people what they lackerl and formed 
the beginnings of the Russian Empire of 
today, with their mixture of democratic 
ideas with perfunctory obedience to es- 
tablished rulers, 

In the early dave princes could nov ex- 
act obedience aguinst the wish of the peo- 
le, Unpopular rilers were dismissed 
with scant ceremony in tiedieval Kussin 
and. especially in the palmy days of Nov- 
gorod “the Great,” there was a real selt- 
enverning republic in the heart of Russia. 

THE TATAR CURSE 

In spite of the mew blood thus ac- 
quired and the tracitiatis. af denncracy 
which were tapidly and wilely develop- 
ing from these factors, the geography of 


the countty once more showed its power 
in inffuencing history, The Russtan com- 
iminities were spreading and scattering 
al aver the plain, and while they were 
laying the foundations for future great- 
nese of empare there was riot sufficient 
cohesion ameng them fo develop the 
broad unity of purpose which was to be 
found so necessary if these little States 
were fo resist invasion, 

For along with the growth of the prin- 
cipalities came the great vital fact which 
stands out and dominates everything else 
in the history of medieval Russia, namne- 
ly, the later Tatur invasions and the grad- 
wil subjugation by them of the Russran 
princes Bt another country the inhalsit- 
ints could have retreated to mountain 
al desert regions and held off the new- 
comers for centuries, | 

But the peaceful and peace-loving Rus- 
sins were In no condition to resist these 
formidable barharians, who, under the 
celebrated Genghiz Kian arid other lead- 
ers, rapidly overran Rusa amd in 2 com 
saratively short. space of time had 
broveht the whole country under ther 
rule. The very nature of the loose and 
highly localized government of the princes 
was theit utuloing and they suffered by tt 
for centuries, ant in fact until they took 
no leaf from the conquerors’ beok and 
themselves Imilt up the central power 
they needed, . | 

We must therefore, I think, regard the 
Mongol invasions as the underlying cause 
of the development of the autocratic prin- 
ciple in Rusa, They built up a saper- 
structure of Oriental despotism and an- 
tocricy, which, in one form or another, 
lias lasted in Russia until the present time. 

Even in far-awny times the Russian 
psaasaTit -WiLs impatient of too much fon 
trol over ‘his personal liberty and hus 
property, and when he was not strong 
enough to resist or power!) enough to 
drive out the offending prince he did the 
next best thing— disappeared  bimeclt, 
with all his belongings, and founded a 
new settlement elsewhere. ‘This fact must 
be kept constaritly in mind in any study 
of the renasans why the Tatars obtained 
antl kept for so Jang such a hold upon 


the Russian principalities; the people and 


their rulers were not tnived by bonds 
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sufficiently strong to make thie figlit 
ast the invaders. | | 

The peasants were originally holders 
Of land and members of roral communes - 
they were constantly trying (6 maintain 
their rights of freedom of domicile and 
movement, tnt the princes andl nobles 
were AS conklinthy atternpliny te. limit 
atid nullify these rights, so that they 
might not be deprived of the services of 
the peasants on their lands, 

In the reigns succeeding that of the 
ternble Ivan, the principles of autocracy 
replaced whatever forns af popular go 
ernment there had been. The state of 
the small farmers amd peasants slowly 
hecame worse and they degenerated ite 
the position of appanages of the land on 
which they lived.

_ dance more for a tinte the Tatar teach- 
ings were forvottent in Russia to sone ex- 
tent and there was a partial! return to the 
oldir ret liocts, 

The fact that Michael had been elected 
limited to some extent Wiis aittocratic 
powers, the more sa as his ¢lection was 
the result of several compromises be- 
tween the different factions of the no- 
bles and courtiers, and he did not fee! 
strony enough in the support of any one 
group to oppose the will af other éliques. 

Ie, therefore, retired to the system 
of obtaining counsel and support from 
the peaple by means of “xemski sabory," 
which were not exactly parliaments, but 
assemblies representing diferent districts 
and classes of society. Tn these conven- 
Hons the greatest part was taken by the 
representatives of the middle classes. 
One result of these assemblies was the 
production of @ tew ecole of laws. 

Bat Michael's siccessor, Alexis, sup 
pressed them and put autocracy firmly on 
2 feet, there to remain antil the present 
lay. 
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ANPILUTIFM WAS THEN NEEDED 

However much, we may regret the cis- 
appearance of popular government from 
Russia under the early Rumanolf emper- 
Ors, We mest well that if Was necessary 
for the growth amd expansion of the Em- 
pire, The ‘Tatars prolaibly never would 
have been driven out when they were 
under the oll system of petty multitudes 
of principalities, cach jealous of the other 
an mitrigning against it atthe court of 
the khats, 

Absolutist at that stage of the world's 
development was needed for the firm 
control of an enormous territory such as 
was the Russian plain, which of itself 
formed xo obsticle to foreign invasion 


ind which tended to produce a uniformity 


of race and government. 

Peter the Great could. net haye done 
What he did in bringing his:country into 
the tinks of modern States if he had net 
had an autocratic form of government, 
He realized fully the influence of the 
army in establishing him firmly in the 
new absolutism, and in i716, in hid mili: 
lary statutes. he declared: “His Majesty 
is sovercign ail watocrat, Pe ts aecentune- 
able to no ane tm the world,” 

Fram the time of Ivan the Terrible it 
wis autocracy which, more than anny thang 
ese, contributed to the lorige history of 
territirial extensions-of Russia and her 
‘prestige, such as it was, abrond, In an 
endless cycle, territorial expansion led to 
political extension of this doctrine, and 
this to pew territorial growth, 

By the end of the reign of Peter an 
nitotrahic emperor was head of the na- 
hon, the church, and the army, and held 
absolutely in his own hands all spiritual 
and tempor! power.

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li the ciynasty and the bureaucracy had 
seen fit to give the peasants a satisfactory 
solution Gf the problems arising: from 
land ‘ownership, as they so easily. could 
have done, 1 dowbt greathy if there would 
have been any revolution at the present 
Cintte. 

Even a fairly good rile would have 
satished these simple people: The lim- 
ited annul iE aatL-gowentcnbit they en- 
joved im the rural assemblies, hampered 
though it was, was cnough for the nost 
pressing questions of local interest. 

‘These sssemblics, however, naturally 


had no authority to dig down to the root 
of the peasants’ grievances—the nnecual 


dtstribtion of Jand and the liek of any 
just system for adjusting complaints 
thereon—anl could mot on that account 
be considered satisfactory. 

What undoubtedly had more effect 
than anything else m influencing the peas- 
ant favorably toward the tew govern-

‘The first mobilization was carried out 
in ita, in the stimmer-trive, arid «id not 
entail any great amount of physical hard- 
ship on the reeruits. When the winter 
of that vear had arrived, however, and 
the cold had made transportation difficult, 
the suffering was grent, — 

In many cases troops had. to De sent. 
several weeks” journey ied rail in wniheated 
freight cars, without any conveniences, 
and if it had not been for the splendid 
work of the zemstve committees thou- 
sands wold have frozen. and starved. 

Fach local asseribly, both in city and 
country, formed special committees, as 
they had done in the Japanese war, and, 
working with that perfect spirit of co- 
operation which distinpsishes Russstans.

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buying supplies i quantity and in jrians- 
porting these supplies to where they were 
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increased from 50 to jo2. The societics 
for wholesale purchase lave increased

There are now 60 eredit unions work- 
ing, with some 10,000 separate coopera: 
tive credit societies. In Moscow there 
has heen organized Central Cobperative 
Credit. Bank, which in 1915 did a bust- 
ness Of S1g0.000,000 
lt is mipossilile to imagitie haw wiitle- 
spread have become the ramifications of 
these tnions god societies. There are 
now building or in aperatiot flour-mills, 
oi works, starch. works, paper and Sugar 
plants, and machine shops, In-one town 
we have an electric-heht plant, giving 
peomle Light fora doellara year  __ 
There isto doule thar ia thus helping 
their members to the nuthher of millions 
these sovicties-have in no small degree 
contribitted to the military successes of 
Russia, for im every instance they cat be 
found working in elose harmony with the 
cominitices of the semstvos engaged im 
the buying and furnishing of the enor- 
tenis quantities of supplies needed by the 
ALTTNES. | 
Uraler. the leadership of devoted and 
alle administrators, the tumberless: com- 


mittees appointed by the various zemstyos 


have been untiring to reaching out far 
new fields of activity, und only the sus- 
picion aml jealousy of the official classes 
has prevented them from turning Russia 
Into one great coMmmMUniitic settlement. 

The catalogue af the work undertaken 
andl carried to success by these comnut- 
tees wold be long and meaningless, 
Some of the more biteresting of these 
phases, however, may properly ‘be 
tauched tporn. 

Let us take, for example, almost any 
noint on any railroad leading from the 
uitering to the fighting front of Russia 
at the present time, As you emerge from 
your rilroad cor at the station, you prob- 
ably see on a awitel: in the yard a long 
train of cars painted gray, with hig, red 
crusses on the sides, and; on looking 
closer, you can read, “Hospital train for 
avtive army service of the FANS 
tvo.”’ Into this tram stretcher-bearers are

Nurses, orderties, doctors, medicines, 
and dressings—all are provided ly these 
dame umts awl without expense to the 
faveritient, Ineach city, town, and wil- 
lage waite are organized into groups— 
sewing, making bandages, knitting wann 
sleeping things, or doing something else 
iseful—miuch as they ore in all the other 
belligerent countries, ut with a far 
greater degree of cbdrdination and less: 
of conftision and duplication of effort

If to these areas and populations we 
add those under constituti¢mal govern- 
ments, exchicing all these under avow- 
edly absolutist rule, we find only a small 
fraction cf the globe still adhering to a 
ayitem which only a century and aw half 
ayo was practivally universal (see maps, 
pages 242 and 243). 

TEW REHUBLICS IN E7yhh 

‘These facts are. the more astonishing 
if- we consider what the result of such an 
examination would have been if made, 
let us say, in the year of our Declaration 
of Trdepenilerice, i776. At thit time 
there would have been found tpn the 


map of the warkd, apart from a few tsa 
lated sm-catleit “free cities*—tike Ham- 
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bare, Liheck, Bremen, and Geteva— 
only three or four little: patches of color 
to which the name “republics” could 
geecty be appliel—the United Nether- 

Hidsé the Swist Confedetuion, the Re- 
public of Venice, and the Kepublic of 
ena. 

At an earlier time there would have 
been found onthe map of Europe a num- 
ber of ltalian city-states, like Florence, 
Padua, and others, that were called “re- 
publics,” and one great area marked on 
the tapas Poland, winch was abo called 
a republic; but in 1770 the Italian repuh- 
ies, with the exception of Venice, had 
totally dost what liberties they had pre- 
viowsly been able to maintam and had 
become hereditary despotisms, while Po- 
land, after having been partly partitioned 
between Prussia, Russia, and Austria, 
had sought refuge from utter dissolution 
hy becoming in effect a protectorate of 
Russia. 

With these examples before ws, it 
would be extrenely difficult to frame a 
definition of the word “republic,” ex- 
pressed im positive terms, that would, fit 
all of them: for-no two of them were in 
all respects alike. Not one possessed o 
written constitution in the modern sense. 
Net cone arcimitted waniversal suitrage. 
The one common charucteristic was the 
tiegative qunilitvoet repudiating an over- 
lard, 

They were wot, as the national mon- 
archice—with the exception of Britain— 
at that time were, the private possessions 
of dvnustic rulers, who regarded the ter- 
ritory qver which they ruled as crown 
estates anid their inhabitants as subjects, 
to be transmitted by heredity from gen- 
eration to peneration or acquired by mar- 
ringe, like onlimity private property. 

Inthe commonwealths called “repub- 
Tics” the ree publica was considered as 
vested mm the conmuuttity as awhole, espe- 
cially with regard to légisintion and ac- 
mingstration; anid yet the relation of the 
individwal Ws the State wits not very pire- 
cisely defined inany ine of them = 

The prominence of negative over post 
tive attritaites in these cighteenth-century 
republics is explained by the fer that 
they were all brought inte being by revolt 
against some form of arbitrary power, 





They were monuments of protest rather 
than embodiments of acconstructive iden, 


VENICT A REPURLIC IN NAME ONLY 


Venice, the oldest of these four at- 
tempts. at self-government, was founded 
by refugees from the Italian marmland, 
who in-the fifth century had sought ref- 
ge from the power of Attila in. the 
islands of the lagoons at the head of 
the Adriatic. For self-preservation the 
ishinders united, elected a leader, or doe, 
ate formed: a new State. This com- 
munity wre long considered as a ileypberil- 
ency of the Eastern Etnpire, from which 
it did not become wholly independent 
tintil the tenth century. | 

In perpetual conflict wath the imperial 
pretensions of the East ar the West, Ven- 
ice became through commerce and con- 
quest a ereat maritime power, donminat- 
ing not only the Adriatic and the lands 
bordering upon it, but also mary of the 
ports of Greece, and possessing: even a 
portion of Constantinople, which it held 
wittil the capture of that cry by the 
Turks, in 1453, to whom it continued to 
offer a long and courageous resttance. 
At the end of the fifteenth century it had 
become the first maritnne power of En- 
rome, an atcendency which it did not en- 
titely lose until the discovery of the sea 
route to India by the Cape dealt its com- 
merce a death blow by making the Atlan- 
tie the min highway for Eastern trade. 

Venice was. never in reality a democ- 
racy, The doge, elected for life, incon 
junction with the Senate, the Council of 
Ten, and other aristocratic bodies, titled 
at times with almost absolute authority. 

Although the Venetian republic was m 
nea sense a democracy, it is interesting to 
trace the developinent of its sateguards 
of liberty, The perils to which the re- 
public was exposed required beth unity 
and continuity i the direction of its af- 
fuire, This use of centralize) power was 
confided to the doge, but it was intended 
that he should tever become o monarch. 

Living, he was subject to the advice of 
the councils and the restraint of many 
legal Limitations: und, even when dead, 
his administration was open to review by 
an examining body, and in case of con- 
demnation reparation was exacted of his 
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heirs, Although elected for life, the -av- 
eruge sctice of a doge did not in ‘fact 
exceed sixteen years, only mer of middle 
age being regarded us eligible to the 
ae ie 

The oath of the doge, involved an ex- 
gt renunciation of sovereign rights. 
Te was réquired to promise not onby to 
éxecute the laws and décrees of the coun- 
cils, at not to correspond directly wath 
foreign powers, or to open letters ad- 
dressed to him, even liv Venetians, with- 
ot the presence of a councillor; He 
could hiald no. property outside the terri- 
tory of Venice; he could not intervene in 
ay judgment, either of fact or of law: 
none of bis relntives could be appomted 
by him to any civil, military, or eeckesi- 
astical offices he was prohibited from per- 
ritting any citizen to ktieel before him 
or kiss his hand, But asa symbol of the 
State he was clothed with magnifeence, 
and stood before the world as the out- 
wurd representative of supreme power, 


GENOA WAS LIE VENICE 


Like Venice, Genon, which was founded 
as accity in the eighth century TC, in 
the tenth century.of our etd threw off the 
imperial yoke and hecame on independ 
ent republic, Like Venice, it alan devel- 
oped inte agreat maritime and commer 
celal power, extended its territory hy eon- 
quest, and was the possessor of valuable 
colonies, Subjected to French rile tn the 
fourteenth century, it afterward regained 
its imdependence, but in 1740 fell for a 
time under the power of Austria, Dy 
i770 at had lost most of its colonics, hiny- 
ing been obliged in 1768 to cede Corsica 
to Franee. 

Internal diseord had completely deliv. 
ered the republic into the hands of the 
sratecritie party, Four hundred and 
sixty-five families of the nobility were in- 
scrited inthe “Golden Book” and divided 
among themselves all the public powers, 
honors, and offices, to the exclusion of

All these republics, as we have seen, 
were primarily based tipo the repudis- 
tion of autocratic power; but no perma- 
tent political aricinization can be sus- 
tained by a mere negation.

The clief problem for a republic has 
always been the organization of liberty

republics of antiquity had ever ettirely 
sacceeded. “lhe Greek city-states—tike 
Athens, Sparta, Thebes, amd Argas— 
waverad between anstocrntic and demo- 
cratic control; but the existence of slavery 
and a subject class renlered all of them 
to Soine extent oligarchical, 

The Roman city-republic was sub- 

merged hy its own intertrial expansion of 
power atl Hs external growth of respon- 
sibility, which created conditions that ne 
demorracy could satisfy ar control. The 
Inter [tulinn city-states were vither ob- 
sorted ly more powerful neighbors or 
in their efforts at self-preservation from 
foreign intrusitn degeterate| inte tyron- 
mies, as the Greek republics often had 
hefare them, 
Freedom has always proved a delicate 
flower to keep alive. Oligarchy has 
tender! to nurrow the depositanes of 
power tntil it became the possession of a 
single master; while democracy, an the 
cdther hand, recoprizing im emergencies 
the weikness of divided counsels, has 
tended to confide ts yewer to the hands 
cit a dictator, 


EF PURLICS THAT ILAVE FATLED 


In no form-oof government ts equilib- 
fium eo unstalile as ina republic, which 
is essentially a halance of forces, any one 
of which, if exaggerated, is spe ot 
consermmuating tts destraction. In addi- 
tion to this inkerti internal instability, 
npon which the cdemagogue skilfully plays 
for the accomplishment of his selfish 
designs, a repulilic is always, pecularly 
extsed to fhe Intrusion of foreign 
influences and to the peril of foreign 
attack. 
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For this reason, repailies have tisually 
goupht to find a safeguard in federation, 
through which alone the republics of the 
eighteenth century were able to survive. 
These which failed to avail themaclves 
of this principle hove been short-lived. 

Tt was owing tothis fadure on the part 
of the Greek republics that Macedoniun 
Supremacy wis finally established over 
the whole of Greeee, A different foreign 
polivy on the part of Athens, which might 
Fave noted the rest of the (areck cities 
for common defense, would, in. the opin- 
dom of histerians; hdiwe saved the Greek 
republics fromoextinetion ; but demacrm- 
cies have uanniiiy been short-sighted. in 
nuiters of foreign policy. | 

For ohviens-reasons, republics have as 
a rile possessed tnt a limited territorial 
extent: Init magnitude wlowe i mot a 
soutre of strength.

Unfortunately, however, it was not the 
puarantees of the Amenedin conmetitti- 
tions, but the unrestrained denwocracy ad- 
vecated ty Rousseau that took posseseian 
of the French mind.

cmiphasts on this feature shoul! he cén- 
tinued by all agencies: im position to op- 
crate effectively. 

Threugh increase! attention. to poultry 
on farms, it is possthle to add quickly aru 
materially to the food supply, Because 
of the importance of an inereased supply 
of eres, under present exigencies, far- 
mers should not market hens of the ege 
breeds, such as the leghornt, which are 
less than three wears old, or of the larger 
breeds which are less than two years alll, 

By the immechate preservation of egps 
for home consumption through the wee of 
water gloss or lime water. larger supplies 
of fresh egos may be made pvaiable for 
tarketime later in the season. wheri pro- 
duction 1s less and prices higher. 

Every percon who rises chickens, from 
the novice to the poultry hushandman, 


should see that infertile ¢ees are -pro- 
duced and all surplus marketed promptly, 
a0 a8 to ehiiniate waste through spoilage. 

Wher condition render it feasible, 
small fecks ot poultry should be kept by 
families in villages, towits, and especially
